Wycombe began competently, 
with Roystone prominent in 
some forceful mid-field con- 
structive play and with one 
powerful long shot which sped 
just wide. 

Then goalkeeper Fowler 
pushed out a hot shot from 
Samuels, who was especially 
‘active in the Wycombe front 
.line. At the other end Maskell 
i was brought into action by in- 
| Side left Roberts, who was well 
on the mark with two shots, 

St. Albans Had more of the 
play once they had settled but 
the Wycombe halves were 
quick to break up threatening 
advances, 

Butterfield netted for St. 
Albans after 15 minutes but 
the referee ruled that he had 
fouled goalkeeper Maskell 
and the goal was disallowed. 

In the 28rd minute the 
visitors’ left winger, SMITH. 
exploited a slip by Roystone 
and sped through to beat 
Maskell with a brilliant shot. 

Wycombe hit baek with 
tremendous spirit and Horse- 
man, who often troubled the 
visitors’ defence was unlucky 
with a shot from a difficult 
anal which went just over the 
| bar. 


A series of Wycombe attacks 
culminated after 33 minutes 
in a fine equaliser from 
|dangerman HORSEMAN, who 
iseized on a pass trom Baker 
and beat Fowler close in. 

Then a shot from Bates was 
blocked and Baker hit the 
rebound straight at the keeper,

Swift attack and counter- 
attack marked the boisterous 
second half with some fierce 
tackling and robust exchanges, 
in one of which St, Albans 
right-winger Gladwin, was jn- 
jured.

Tempers became frayed and 
the referee spoke to several 
players as tension mounted and 
the crowd clamoured for a 
decider. But Dour’s spoiling 
tactics in defence still checked 
repeated attacks in which 
neither side could claim any 
advantage.
